. ;.4 * We re-emphasized our interest in obtaining a city plan for Salavat .and 
the pother towns in the inasediato area (Isfc&bay and Sterlltasak) , photographs of 
major Streets and public buildings, as well as data relating to transportation 
systems and public utilities, We expressed the belief, and AEr& agreed, that 
saany such Iteios could easily; be explained as souvenirs in the event he should 
over be queried by Soviet authorities for having such Items in his possession* 

We sti’Wssed, however, that ha should not undertake efforts to procure any such 
item if this would in any way endanger his personal safety. Part of the meeting 
was also devoted to a briefing on Soviet provocation techniques end how AB-1 
shoiild protect himself against theaa. AE°1 was grateful for the suggestions 
offered. 

% During the conversation AE-1 relayed an experience in Salavat which he 
had not mentioned previously. The Soviet Involved in this incident was 

» OERSHOVXCH, fnu (AE-l’s phonetic spelling, 
not listed in S&50S) whoa AE-1 met'lh/ Salavat. The Soviet was dispatched to 
Salavat from GIPBOGASIPROPCM in Moscow (AE-X f s phonetio spoiling- and said to 
be the top authority in Moscow for all new construction projects in the USSR? * 

He © as a result of a coiaplaint by AE~1 to the effect that 00210 of the con- 
crete foundations laid by Soviet workers ia connection with the polyethylene 
pla&t construction were altogether unsatisfactory and unacceptable to AS-1. 
GERSHOVICH, an expert in this field and according to A£~l a highly qualified 
and capable specialist, agreed with AB~l s s complaint and ordered the concrete, 
foundations to be re-done. At a social evening ’ >T ith. GlSiSKOVTCH, prior to Hig 
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Soviets return to Moscow and after some Vodka had been consumed (AE*-1 asserted 
this to have been one of the rare occasions whan a Soviet was permitted to 
associate socially with a German) AE-l ribbed GERSKOVICH about the inadequacy 
of Soviet construction practices and the sloppiness of Soviet workers in , 

general* GERSHOVICH, obviously irked by AE-l’s criticism and eager to rise 
to the defense of Ms country, responded in lively fashion that AE-1 v/ou3.d 
think quite differently about Soviet capabilities if he could see the installa- 
tion which he, GERSHOVICH, "had been building over a five and a half year 
period in the Eismeer (arctic)' 1 . At this point the ever present interpreter 
threw sharp end warning glances at GERSKOVICH and the conversation stopped 
abruptly. AE-1 said he did not see GERSHOVICH any more after this incident. 

We used this incident to illustrate to AE-1 that this type of spontaneous and 
unpredictable development could. * under more favorable circumstances - conceivably 
lead to revelation of significant positive intelligence.

6* AE-1 was very cooperative and friendly throughout the meeting. He 
believes to have a couch better understanding now as to the type of information 
which is desired. We have no doubt that AE-1 will perform to the best of his 
ability and will do all he can within the limitations imposed upon him by the 
severe Soviet security measures. AEJ-1 is a rather rough type of individual and 
not easily intimidated, but with enough good sense to size up Ms chances before 
moving. He has a booming voice and uses it to best advantage when trying to 
make his point. He often said that the only way to get along with the Sovie ts 

AE-1 will depart for the USSR on 3 

January 1962, travelling by plane to Moscow and continuing on to Salavat by 
train via kuybishev and Ufa. In Moscow he will be met by an interpreter who 
will accompany him on the remaining part of the trip. He expects to finish 
I his assignment in Salavat by July or August of this year at which time he will 
permanently return to Germany. 
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
